Mint’s Mistakes, . 

Queer mistakes, even in modern 
times, have.been madé hy the 
Mint. The first florin coined was 
minus “D.G.," and sixpences coin- 
ed in 1887 proved to he {oo much 
like. half-sovereigns to be kept in 
eivculation. But the worst  mis- 
take oecurred when the image of 
Queen Vietoria was brought up to 
date in her Jubilee year, The

Investigations made in ‘New 
York, Philadelphia, ‘Chicngo and. 
other cities where traffic'is  con- 
gested show that little of this gas 
is noeded to cause poisoning, A 
day's exposure to the fumes that 
reek fromthe exhausts of innumer- 
able motors in heavy traffic may be 
just as-fatal ad the foolish practice 
of working on a running motor in 
a closéd garage. The difference is 
that the former is more protracted. 

Recently the Chicago. department 
of henlth investigated the amount 
of carbon monoxide found in thal 
city's streets, Nearly 700 samples 
{of the air were collected at various 
parts of thé city. These showed 
that. while only one-seventh: of the 


| total amount collected contained 


more than one-half part of, the 
‘deadly gas in 10,000 parts of air, 
one-third of the samples from bou- 
levards . contained the same 
amount. And jn the Chicago

When. this 
sort . of  polsoning becomes 
acute the. symptoms start with 
yawning and sleepincss and tango 
on to tiredness, feeling of tight 
skin across the forehead, a frontal 
hendache changing to one at the 
base of the skull, dizzencss, 
lnssitude, sick stomach and finally | . 
unconsclousness. ; : 

It is possible that some of the 
mysterious highway accidents, ap- 
parently duc to tho drivera’ falling 
asleep at the wheel or being accused 
Gf intoxication, have actually been 
cnused by carbon monoxide poison- 
ing, : 

‘Potsoning of this: sort is more 
insidious in the garage where the 
victim is exerting” himself in some 
way—by working on the, car—so 
breathing more deeply parts of the 
exhaust poison to 10,000 parts of 
fresh ‘air, 

In a closed garage, alded by deep 
breathing of the active victim, this 
death comes quickly and unwarned. 


" Rules for Prevention. 


Prevention is simple. First, no 
motor should be run in an en- 
closed’ garage, no matter how cold 
it may be outside. en 

Even with the car outside, never 
get under it with the motor running. 
That's getling too close to death, 
befora it has a chace to become 
diffused, 

Moors should not be raced.’ 
That's good advice not only for the 
benefit of {he motorist, but for the 
longer life of the motor. : 

Carburetors should be adjusted 
for - most. complete: combustion 
rather than for boned and power, 

Motors should not idle when stops 
over a minute long are made. 

Radiator fan type heaters should 
be kept closed. while driving 
slowing in heavy tramMc. 

Don't use the choke any more 
than you have to, out of considera- 
tion for the fellow behind, . 

Finally, to - be altogether safe, 
keep out of traffic jams,
